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Family wants help solving murder 10 years after pub attack 

WHO KILLED 
OUR KEVIN? 


By Ben Wilkinson 


THE family of a man killed 10 years ago 
this month have made an emotional plea 
for help in finding the killer. 

Father-of-two Kevin Lavelle was killed by 
a blow to the head at a Banbury pub in June 
2004. 

Police say 10 people were in the 
Cricketer's Arms pub on the Grimsbury 
estate and at least one of them knows who 
killed the 29-year-old. 

On Monday, Mr Lavelle's mother Joan 
wept as she told a press conference: "How 
can they live with this? 

"We feel they are laughing at us. They 
know who has done this." 

The 67-year-old added: "Please come 
forward and take this pain from our hearts." 

Mr Lavelle was working as a crane oper¬ 
ator in Banbury. He was living above the 
pub with a friend and a group of Welshmen 
when a fight broke out among the residents. 
He was killed with his own dumbbell bar. 

Thames Valley Police's major crime 
review team has taken over the investiga¬ 
tion following the retirement of Detective 
Inspector Steve Duffy in February. 

Officers have since visited South Wales 
and also re-interviewed the former landlord 
and landlady of the Middleton Road pub. 

Principal investigator Pete Beirne said: 
"At the time all [the witnesses] gave 
accounts of what happened. However we 
do know that not everybody was entirely 
truthful as to what they recollected. 

"As a result of that Kevin's killer remains 
at large. 

"We want to do all we can to make sure 
whoever is responsible for Kevin's death is 
brought to justice." 

Mr Lavelle's family travelled from 
Liverpool for the briefing at Thames Valley 
Police headquarters in Kidlington, includ¬ 
ing dad Patrick, 67, Kevin's widow 
Michelle, 42, sister Lesley, 43, and mother- 
in-law Linda Thomas, 66. 

Mr Lavelle also left behind two young 
children - James, now 11, and Megan, 10. 

Police are offering a £20,000 reward for 
information leading to a conviction and 
charity Crimestoppers is offering £5,000. 

Mr Duffy, who led the case for 10 years, 
said: "This is a solvable murder. The reason 
it is solvable is it was witnessed. There are 
people who were there. I would appeal to 




them to have the moral courage now to 
come forward. 

"They must be aware that this is not 
going to go away." 

A 2006 criminal prosecution 
against Ceri Noble, of 
Pontygaith, South 

Wales, collapsed after 
a judge said it was 
impossible to say who 
struck the fatal blow.

'Back next year' pledge after heavy rain stops play 


ORGANISERS of this year's cancelled 
Banbury and District Show have vowed 
next year's will go ahead. 

This year's Banbury and District Show, 
was due to take place on Saturday. But it 
was called off only three days beforehand 
due to water-logged ground. 

But organisers say next year's show will 
definitely go ahead and stallholders have 
pledged to pass on their fees to next year's 
event. 

Chairman of the general services commit¬ 
tee Colin Clarke said: "Lots of the stallhold¬ 
ers and charity stall holders have all been 
very supportive and they all understand why 
we have had to cancel it. 

"A good number of them have already 
said we can hold on to the funds for next 
year's show. There definitely will be a 
Banbury show next year. 

"It is not going to cost the town council at 
all. We will be having a meeting in the next 
couple of months where we will be starting 
to talk about the show." 

This year's event could not be re-arranged 
due to there being no other weekends free, 
and so the council has agreed to refund the 
acts due to appear in the arena. 

But this is the first time that the town 
council has had to cancel an event since it

was created in 2000. 

Mr Clarke said: "As far as the artists 
appearing in the arena are concerned, we 
have contracts with them. We accept the 
fact that we put money aside for this show 
and in a number of cases, they are happy for 
us to hand it over to next year. 

"We had a lot of rain last week and 
Spiceball Park is absolutely sodden. On the 
second field, a third of it is under water. 

"There are a tremendous number of peo¬ 
ple involved and a great number of stall¬ 
holders and they all have to be contacted. It 
is very disappointing." 

Experts at the Met Office said that the area 
around South Newington had seen double 
the average amount of rainfall in the month 
ahead of the event. 

Spokesman Dan Williams confirmed that 
116.6m of rain was recorded in South 
Newington - the nearest weather-monitor¬ 
ing site to Banbury - between May 1 and 
Wednesday, June 4. 

The average rainfall for May is 61.5mm 
and for June is 49.4mm and Mr Williams 
said: "It is fairly high rainfall for that time of 
year." 


The organisers have spent 10 months 
working on the fair and it was hoped that 
thousands of spectators would turn up to 
Spiceball Park. 

Mr Clarke added: "It is about the biggest 
event that the town council has organised. 
But unfortunately, you can plan for every¬ 
thing, but not the weather." 

Town mayor Sean Woodcock said: "I feel 
really sorry for the people that have been 
involved. It is a shock, but we would only do 
this if it was absolutely necessary." 

Banbury Town Council's parks officer 
Mike Hall said: "I have monitored the con¬ 
ditions this week and the ground has steadi¬ 
ly got softer and softer. 

"After the continued rain on Wednesday 
the ground has become too sodden and tak¬ 
ing vehicles on to the site could cause seri¬ 
ous issues that would ultimately affect the 
safety of participants at the event and visi¬ 
tors to the show. " 

The free event had been organised by the 
Banbury Town Council, the Banbury Rotary 
Club and the Rotary Club of Banbury 
Cherwell. 

There was meant to be a dancing with the 
show compered by Radio Horton, steam 
engines, ferret racing, archery, falconry and 
go-karts.

■ Inspector tells council to find additional locations 

It's deja vu in hunt 
for new home sites 


PLANNERS have gone back to the drawing 
board to find sites for thousands more 
homes across Cherwell. 

An inspector dramatically halted an 
inquiry over Cherwell District Council's 
local plan last week, telling the council to 
come back in six months' time with sites for 
6,050 more homes. 

It came months after a report by the 
Strategic Housing Market Assessment 
(SHMA) which said Oxfordshire would need 
to build 100,000 homes by 2031. 

The Bodicote-based council had mapped 
sites for 16,750 new homes by 2031. But the 
inspector told the council it needed to find 
sites for 22,800 homes. 

Cherwell says it will now review sites 
already approved for development to see if 
they can take more homes. 

The search will focus in Banbury, Bicester, 
Kidlington, and Upper Heyford, it said. 

Leader of the opposition and councillor 
for Banbury's Ruscote ward Sean Woodcock 
said that there had been a lot of work to 
develop brownfield sites in the town, but 
there would not be enough to make up the 
number of houses. 

He said: "Naturally it is a disappointing

result that the local plan has been suspend¬ 
ed. Part of the problem is that the develop¬ 
ment in Cherwell has been adhoc and spo¬ 
radic. Unfortunately, I think there is a lot of 
uncertainty at the moment. There has been a 
lot of good work to develop brownfield sites 
in the town, but that is not going to be 
enough to make up the deficit. 

"That is why we have been calling for a 
proper local plan. It is a worry for people 
that development will come into places that 
really can't sustain it." 

Independent councillor Les Sibley said: 
"The local plan's in tatters. It's going to be 
another year's delay. 

"This is a gift for developers who will be 
scrambling against each other to put in bids 
for land for potential houses." 

The Oxford branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England claim the SHMA 
report is "deeply flawed" and "wildly over¬ 
states" the numbers of homes needed. 

It says councils should not be forced to 
"revisit" their local plans. 

Director Helen Marshall said: "The 
Inspector is right that the numbers should 


reflect an up-to-date assessment of housing 
need. However, we have put forward com¬ 
pelling evidence that the current SHMA is 
based on false assumptions and inaccurate 
predictions and, as yet, we have received no 
response to the concerns we have raised." 

Cherwell's executive member for planning 
Michael Gibbard said: "While this delay is 
disappointing, it is important to note this is 
not a failure or a rejection. 

"The inspector does have the power to 
stop the process and not proceed with the 
plan but he didn't do that." 

Since last October the council has lost 
appeals for more than 500 homes because 
the current local plan is out of date and the 
council has not met government housing tar¬ 
gets. Banbury's MP Sir Tony Baldry said: 
"Cherwell District Council and local people, 
having managed to agree a local plan, 
deserve to have that plan properly consid¬ 
ered." 

Cherwell says its modified plan will go 
out to public consultation this autumn, 
before the hearing resumes in December. It 
hopes the local plan could be adopted by 
next March.

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■ New report shows 1,800 children helped by county's food banks 

Feeding the 'needy' 
doubles in one year

MORE than 1,800 children in Oxfordshire 
had to live on three days' worth of emer¬ 
gency food from food banks last year - 
more than double the previous year. 

The new figures published by theTrussell 
Trust, Oxford-based charity Oxfam and 
Church Action on Poverty also show more 
than 2,500 adults in the county who could 
not afford to feed themselves were referred 
to the service. 

The previous year 893 children and 993 
adults used the food banks in Bicester and 
Banbury. 

Their report, called Below the Breadline, 
released on Monday, claims that Goverment 
changes to the welfare system are partly to 
blame. 

There are six other food banks in the 
county including Cowley-based Community 
Emergency Foodbank (CEF) which has 
warned the number of people using its serv¬ 
ices has risen by 70 per cent in a year. 

Based out of St Francis Church in Hollow 
Way, the food bank said it helped 3,300 res¬ 
idents between April 2013 and 2014, with 
about one third being children. 

The previous year it saw 1,900. 

CEF spokeswoman Jane Benyon said: 
"The demand has always existed, but more 
people are now aware of us and more agen¬ 
cies are referring them to us. 

"People have also been coming through 
because of sanctions imposed on them, or 
delays between switching benefits. 

"The stories have not really changed over 
the years." 

Referrals to food banks are made by care 
professionals such as doctors, social work¬ 
ers and the Citizens Advice Bureau. The CEF 
runs from 12pm to 2pm on Tuesdays and 
Fridays. 

Abingdon Emergency Foodbank coordi¬ 
nator Hilary Beale said: "We are getting a 
lot of families coming in who previously 
kept things together but are now struggling." 

Oxford City Council has set up "welfare 
support team" to help benefit claimants with 
changes. 

Executive board member for services 
Susan Brown said: "This is a worrying 
increase and from my experience it does 
seem to be a direct result of Government 
benefit changes. 

"The city council will continue to provide 
assistance, but we also want to avoid the 
need for them in the first place."

A spokeswoman for the Department for 
Work and Pensions said: "This report over¬ 
looks basic facts about the strength of our 
welfare system. 

"As part of our long-term economic plan 
we're fixing the welfare system to improve 
the lives of some of the poorest families."

Ex-teacher 
denies abuse 

■ A FORMER teacher at the 
renowned Guildhall School of 
Music on Monday denied 
sexually abusing eight women 
in the 1970s and 1980s. 

Philip Pickett, of Lyneham 
Farm Cottages, Lyneham, near 
Chipping Norton, appeared at 
the Old Bailey to plead not 
guilty to 12 charges including 
rape and indecent assault. 

One of the victims was 
under 14 years old at the 
time of the attack in 1974, it 
is claimed. 

The 63-year-old worked as 
a freelance classical music 
teacher at Guildhall, in 
London, between 1972 and 
1997. 

He is due to stand trial at 
the Old Bailey on Monday, 
September 15.

LESS than one-third of the estimated 
61,000 volunteer carers in Oxfordshire get 
the help they need, according to the Carers 
Oxfordshire group that looks out for them. 

The group, set up by Oxfordshire County 
Council three years ago to find people who 
don't even realise they are a carer, says only 
18,000 people who act as carers have been 
identified. 

These are people who have to devote 
much of their time to look after friends and 
relatives who need their support, often 
abandoning jobs to do so. 

Carers Oxfordshire head of carers support 
Catherine Blaxhall said: "It's something 
which can be gradual over time when some¬ 
one you know gets older or it can come sud¬ 
denly when there's been an accident and 
you have to look after a person. 

"But there are so many times I've talked to 
people who have been doing it for years and 
have seen the lightbulb moment when they 
suddenly realise they are a carer. 

"If you start to undertake a role in which 
you wouldn't expect in your relationship, 
like helping someone eat or go to the toilet, 
that's when you start thinking you are pro¬ 
viding a crucial support. 

"It doesn't make them any less of a hus¬ 
band, wife, brother or whatever, but it's an 
acknowledgement that you are doing a bit 
more and there is help out there for you." 

Carers Oxfordshire will have an informa¬ 
tion stand at Banbury market on Saturday 
from 9am to 3pm. 

The organisation provides support for 
unpaid carers in the county so they can con¬ 
tinue their work, including offering peer 
support groups, one-to-one advice, phone 
service and training opportunities, including 
its Confidence 2 Care programme consisting 
of five free sessions. 

Mrs Blaxhall said: "It's about letting peo-

pie know they aren't alone because it can 
feel isolating when you're a carer, so know¬ 
ing you aren't the only person out there can 
help. 

"There is help out for them and they just 
need to access it." 

Nationally, Mrs Blaxhall said the work of 
unpaid carers saves £119bn, while the NHS 
spends about £97bn on providing profes¬ 
sional carers. 

She added: "They are absolutely essential 
because most people want to stay in their 
own homes for as long as possible and with¬ 
out the love and care they receive from fam¬ 
ily members, neighbours and friends that 
may not be possible. 

"Without that support there would be a 
huge strain on costs to the welfare state to 
provide that care." 

But Mrs Blaxhall - who is working along¬ 
side pharmacies to help identify unpaid car¬ 
ers picking up prescriptions for others - said 
it is crucial carers don't turn a blind eye to 
their own health. 

She said: "It's important they make sure 
their GP knows they are a carer. For instance 
is you are under 65 you wouldn't be eligible 
for a flu vaccination but you would be if you 
are a carer." 

The county council has a joint carers 
strategy with Carers Oxfordshire and the 
NHS Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning 
Group. 

There is a £1.5m budget for carers of 
adults, which includes funding for Carers 
Oxfordshire, grants for carers and providing 
advice and support services. 

Without the aid of respite care, Rose 
Lakeman said that her 16-year-old daughter 
Chelsea wouldn't be able to stay at home. 


Mrs Lakeman had to give up her job as a 
professional carer for elderly people to 
become a full-time unpaid carer at the fam¬ 
ily's Sandford-on-Thames home. 

Chelsea, a nominee for the Pride of 
Oxfordshire award at this year's Oxfordshire 
Youth Awards, suffers from metachromatic 
leukodystrophy, a condition which causes 
progressive loss of physical and mental 
capability. It prevents her from walking and 
speaking, as well as carrying out simple 
tasks like eating on her own. 

Mrs Lakeman, 55, said: "She fully needs 
looking after for everything. It's a 24/7 job 
unless we have carers in helping us. 

"Without the respite care we receive we 
wouldn't be able to keep her at home. 

"It can get overwhelming and we have 
counsellors at Helen House who talk to us 
about the situation and give us support." 

Caring full-time for a loved one can be 
isolating, according to mum-of-three Sue 
Dorrington. She has been looking after her 
16-year-old son Joran Humphreys since he 
was born with learning and physical difficul¬ 
ties after contracting meningitis. 

He attends the mainstream Marlborough 
School in Woodstock and his mum says it is 
important to set realistic expectations. 

Mrs Dorrington, from Long Witten ham, 
near Abingdon, said: "It's physically 
demanding. But it's been a very enriching 
experience and we're all more understand¬ 
ing and empathetic people because we see 
his frustration and the barriers he has to 
overcome."

OXFORDSHIRE'S Fire and 
Rescue Service has pledged to 
respond to every 999 call during 
the upcoming firefighter strike.

Shock at absentees 


MORE than 2,000 secondary school 
pupils missed at least 11 days of 
school in the autumn term. 

The Department for Education has 
published school absence rates for the 
first academic term, which showed 
6.7 per cent of pupils at state schools 
in Oxfordshire had missed a large 
amount of school time. 

Oxfordshire is the fourth worst in 
the South East. 

However, at primary school level, 
only 3.4 per cent missed a similar 
amount of school days, meaning the 
county has an absence rate of 4.7 per 
cent - the same as the national 
average. 

Nationally, the percentage of pupils 
absent during the autumn term for 22 
or more sessions (half a day) has fallen 


from 10.3 per cent in 2009. 

Of the 7,379 four-year-olds who 
started school in September, the 
county had an average absence rate of 
5.4 per cent — slightly higher than the 
national average of 5.3 per cent. 

There are 72,645 children at state 
schools in the county, of which 
30,389 attend secondary school. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
education chief Melinda Tilley said: 
"This is on our radar. We are trying to 
get to grips with it." 

Lib-Dem education spokesman John 
Howson said: "These figures are only 
for one term, but it is a key period for 
teaching and learning. 

"We will not build a ski Ms-based 
economy on children missing 
schooling to this extent."

Inspector calls 
for review of 
the Green Belt 


A PLANNING inspector has 
said a complete review of 
Oxfordshire's Green Belt may 
be needed. 

His comments came last week 
as he temporarily halted an 
inquiry that was looking into 
Cherwell District Council's 
development strategy. 

Nigel Payne, who has been 
appointed by the Government to 
examine the district council's 
Local Plan, said the authority's 
housing target maight be too low 
and told its officers to look at the 
figures again. 

In the Local Plan - its planning 
policy blueprint for the future - 
the council is proposing to build 
16,750 homes by 2031. But this is 
significantly lower than the 
22,800 homes which a recent 
study - commissioned by all of 
Oxfordshire's councils - said it 
should build by that year. 

The study - or Strategic 
Housing Market Assessment 
(SHMA) - has been criticised by 
those who fear Oxfordshire's 
green spaces could be paved 
over. 

Ian Kemp, the programme 
officer for the inquiry, said: "The 
inspector suggested that Cherwell 
could accommodate a higher 
house-building figure, in line with 
the SHMA. 

"The inspector said it would be 
helpful if there was a review of 
the Oxfordshire Green Belt, so

everyone would know where they 
stood. But it was not something 
he could control. He doesn't have 
the powers." 

It was announced in March that 
the SHMA recommended more 
than 100,000 homes would need 
to be built across Oxfordshire by 
2031. 

The Oxfordshire Green Belt 
stretches around Oxford, from 
Bletchingdon in the north to 
Warborough in the south. 

City council leader Bob Price 
said: "It is such a large part of the 
county that I cannot see how you 
can possibly seek to absorb those 
housing numbers without a 
review of the Green Belt.

"What the inspector said 
broadly reflects the view of the 
city council." 

But John Broad, from the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England, criticised the city 
council for not supporting the 
district council. 

He said: "Oxford has done a 
spoiling operation on the Local 
Plan. The city should be 
supporting Cherwell rather than 
throwing spanners." 

After the planning inspector 
voiced his concerns, the hearing 
was halted while Cherwell's 
planning officers discussed what 
to do. 

The hearing resumed later as 
the district council and other 
parties at the inquiry discussed 
the extent of the changes the 
Local Plan would need. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry 
said: "I don't see what possible 
benefit there is for the inspector 
bringing the public examination 
of Cherwell District Council's 
Local Plan to a halt. 

"Clearly everyone recognises 
that one of the crucial decisions 
the planning inspector is going to 
have to make is what is the 
appropriate level of housing need 
in Cherwell between now and 
2031. That is likely to have an 
impact on other district councils 
in Oxfordshire, like South 
Oxfordshire, which already has 
an agreed Local Plan."

A LIFELONG struggle with coeliac disease 
has led to a whole new lifestyle for Kate 
Michalkova - including winning a fitness 
modelling title in a national competition. 

And now the busy mum-of-two from Banbury wants 
to inspire others to take charge of their diet and fitness. 

"Fitness gives me energy - it is my sanity/' says Kate, 
39, who is originally from Slovakia but has lived in 
Oxfordshire since 2005. 

"Simply working out gives me joy and happiness and 
1 wish this feeling upon anybody." 

Kate was diagnosed when she was two years old. 

"I had become very unwell as soon as my mum 
introduced gluten into my diet. I started to developed 
horrible tummy aches and a runny tummy, I also 
started to lose weight rapidly but had a very swollen 
tummy," she says. 

"My health became very unstable, I had lots of 
respiratory problems, looked very pale and had cold 
sores on my mouth all the time. 

"It took doctors a long time to diagnose me as the 
coeliac illness was not very common then." 

For the next few years Kate was in and out of 
hospitals, as well as being sent to spas. 

"In those day, we are talking about 1977, coeliac 
disease was considered a curable condition so doctors 
put me back onto wheat diet when I was six years old," 
says Kate. "Suprisingly 1 took well to it and was 
considerably fine for almost 20 years. 

"I can remember being on antibiotics quite often, as 
well continuing having cold sores and bloated tummy, 
but we did not pay any attention to it." 

That was to change after the birth of her daughter 
Lucy, who is now 14. 

"After I had my first child by C-section and had gone 
through very tough personal marriage problems, I 
started to feel very withdrawn, very weak and ill. I felt 
like fainting all the time, was extremely dizzy and lost 
lots of weight," recalls Kate, who also has a son, 

Daniel, six. 

Her weight went down to 5st 6lb and she was 
admitted to hospital several times to be put on the 
drips. 

"It continued for three years. 1 was at the doctors 
non-stop being considered as depressed or a lunatic 
hypochondriac," she says. "I couldn't see a way out of 
it and felt seriously terminally ill." 

But finally she was diagnosed and started on a gluten 
and wheat-free diet. 

She also started to exercise as she was indoors and 
working a lot on a PC running an export company. 

"I felt I needed to change my life," she says. "I trained 
myself from the scratch and introduced healthy meals 
into my diet. 

"I started to make new recipes and turned my fitness 
into my profession and passion."

Last year she gained a fitness diploma to do personal 
training and give nutrition advice; she gives classes in 
kettlebells and body and booty toning at EP Gym, 
Banbury; is a part-time instructor at Spiceball Leisure 
Centre, Banbury; works with care homes helping 
elderly people with mobility and has won or been 
placed in the top three in a selection of national fitness 
modelling competitions including Ms Bikini (over 36) 
at the Miami PRO event in London. 

Kate says competitions aren't for everyone but she is 
evangelical about spreading a healthy lifestyle 
message. 

"Competing requires a lot of sacrifices and dedication 
but to make fitness a part of your life that is something 
I would highly recommend to people, and if I motivate 
and inspire at least one person a day I can live with 
that," says Kate. 

She offers personal training classes for people looking 
to get stage ready or lose weight (£30 an hour with 
fitness packages available) and wants to develop her 
business further. 

"I want to help mums to get back to the shape after 
either having a baby or simply just letting themselves 

go- 

"I love inspiring and motivating people, especially 
busy mums like myself to workout actively and reach 
for their goals never mind the obstacles," says Kate. 

Plans for the future include a website, currently under 
construction, where her recipes and training tips will 
be available from £5.99 per month and she's planning 
her own line of gym wear.

GRACE OF MONACO (PG, 103 
mins) Drama/Romance.

O livier Dahan's fictionalised 
account of a turbulent year 
in the life of Hollywood 
actress Grace Kelly begins with 
newsreel footage of the Oscar- 
winning star's lavish wedding to 
Prince Rainier III. 

Grainy black and white images 
are complemented by effusive 
voiceover, which glowingly predicts 
the blonde starlet is "destined to 
live happily ever after with her 
charming prince". 

Alas, the fairytale doesn't deliver 
a happy ever after for Grace Of 
Monaco , which must have required 
several blood transfusions following 
the barrage of razor-sharp critical 
barbs that greeted the film's 
premiere in Cannes last month. 

Undeniably, Dahan's picture 
lacks substance and some of his 
directorial choices are misjudged, 
such as photographing the porcelain 
features of Nicole Kidman in soft- 
focus close-up for every pivotal 
scene of emotional turmoil. 

His camera drifts woozily 
between her bloodshot eyes and 
puckered lips as she delivers Arash 
Amel's melodramatic script. 

The year is 1962 and it has been 
six years since Grace (Kidman) 
married Prince Rainier III (Roth) and 
retired from acting to assume her 


role as glamorous figurehead of the 
European principality of Monaco. 

Hitchcock, who directed Grace 
in Rear Window, Dial M For Murder 
and To Catch A Thief, arrives in 
Monaco to persuade her to play the 
kleptomaniac heroine in Marnie. 

"It's going to be the role of a 
lifetime, Grade!" the filmmaker 
predicts. 

Closer to home, president Charles 
de Gaulle (Andre Penvern) intends 
to reclaim the principality and 
demands the citizens of Monaco 
pay their tax coffers into French 
pockets. 

"You agree to my terms or I will 
send Monaco back to the Dark 
Ages," de Gaulle threatens, stopping 
short of a throaty pantomime villain 
guffaw. 

Thus, Grace must choose 
between personal dreams and regal 
responsibilities, with guidance from 
ex-pat holy man, Father Francis 
(Frank Langella). 

It's hard to muster sympathy for 
anyone in Grace Of Monaco - not 
the self-serving bureaucrats nor the 
privileged social set, who savour the 
trappings of wealth, birthright and 
celebrity. 

Kidman attempts to capture 
Kelly's vocal patterns but she's 
poorly served by the script when it 
comes to layering her breathy 
delivery with emotion. 

Roth is lacklustre and Langella 
lends gravitas to an endless supply 
of hoary sermons ("At some point, 
every fairytale must end!") 

For its myriad failings, including 
an infuriating inability to address 
Kelly's relationship with her

■ have driven plenty of powerful 
cars, high-riding cars and com¬ 
pact 4x4s — but never one that 
blended all three elements into such 
a remarkably edgy package. 

Audi's RS tradition of blending 
quattro all-wheel-drive, sports sus¬ 
pension and outrageous power, 
works seamlessly in large, low-slung 
saloons, hatchbacks and estates, to 
produce luxurious vehicles with 
poise, grace and warp-speed accel¬ 
eration. 

But slotting the 2013 International 
Engine of the Year into the thorough¬ 
ly delightful Q3 results in an alto¬ 
gether unsettling creation. 

The turbocharged 2.5-litre, five- 
cylinder TFSI engine, linked to a 
seven-speed automatic transmission, 
produces 310 horsepower, pro¬ 
pelling the RS Q3 from 0-62mph in 
just 5.5 seconds and on to a poten¬ 
tial top speed electronically limited 
to 155mph. The whole concept of a 
high-performance-orientated sports 
utility vehicle is a little bizarre, but if 
you are going to produce one then 
you might as well make an excellent 
job of it. Audi has. 

The RS Q3's suspension, which 
has been lowered by 25mm, delivers 
a good blend of comfort and con¬ 
trol. Steering is taut with Audi's 
Drive Select system's control of 
throttle response, steering weighting

and transmission shift points, mak¬ 
ing comfort mode not over-light and 
dynamic not overly heavy. In 
dynamic mode, the engine note 
switches to an even more bass- 
heavy tone. Apart from that, the only 
other adjustment is a sport-mode 
selector for the twin-clutch gearbox. 

Push hard and this little power¬ 
house will struggle to deliver 
25mpg, but throttle back a bit and 
the combination of an efficient five- 
cylinder engine and a standard start- 
stop system contributes to the possi¬ 
bility of 32mpg fuel economy. 

Styling is pretty restrained, though 
the car rides on striking 20-inch 
alloy wheels, and bodywork ranges 
from a high-gloss black honeycomb 
front grille and RS bumpers, to a 
large oval tailpipe. A matt alumini¬ 
um roof spoiler, roof rails, special 
door sill plates and door trim strips 
also mark out the car.
